DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Applicant's submitted Prior Art (APA) in view of Sakata et al. (6,176,723) and Kobayashi 
etal. (6,176,725). 

APA, figures 1-3, discloses the claimed invention as shown in the figures 1-3 
except for the inserted circuit board is relatively pushed by a card-ejecting slant surface 
and moved backward by a distance along the card-ejecting slant surface after the board 
is rotated to be horizontal. 

Sakata et al., figure 6, disclose an electrical connector having a circuit board (30) 
contact an inclined surface (243) read on a card-ejecting slant surface. It would have 
been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to 
provide APA to have the inclined surface, as taught by Sakata et al. for better 
connection. 

Kobayashi et al., figure 8B, disclose a card edge connector having a space 
between a recess (11) and a board (60), the space reads on a distance along the card- 
ejecting slant surface after the board is rotated to be horizontal. It would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to provide 
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APA and Sakata et al. to have the space between the recess and the board, as taught 
by Kobayashi et al. for insuring a much more reliable grounding connection of the 
daughter board to the mother board (Kobayashi et al.' column 6, lines 47-49). 

Regarding claim 2, APA discloses the fifth surface (16) is a vertical surface. 

Regarding claim 3, it is noted that Kobayashi et al., figure 8A, discloses a vertical 
sixth surface (1 1) is formed between the card-ejecting slant surface and the second 
surface. 

Regarding claim 4, it is noted that Kobayashi et al. disclose the cad-ejecting slant 
surface is an arced slant surface. 

Regarding claim 5, APA, figure 1, discloses the fourth surface (15) is a slant 
surface corresponding to the slant first surface. 

Regarding claim 6, APA, figure 1 , discloses the upper edge of the connection slot 
(1 1 ) of the insulation base (10) is formed with a plurality of spaced first spacers (17) so 
as to form a plurality of spaced first terminal receiving slots (18), and the lower edge is 
formed with a plurality of spaced second spacers (19) so as to form a plurality of spaced 
second terminal receiving slots (20). 

Regarding claim 7, APA discloses the contacts of the first terminals (25) may be 
elastically moved in the first terminal receiving slots (18), and the contacts of the second 
terminals (30) may be elastically moved in the second terminal receiving slots (20), 
respectively. 
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Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments with respect to claim 1 have been considered but are moot 
in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
